END OF EXAMINER 9 S AMENDMENT 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 8-12, 14-14, 24, 26-29, 31 and 35-62 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As amendments to all independent claims shown in the Examiner's amendment and the 
agreements between the Applicants' Representative, Mr. John Ward, and the Examiner that the 
claims language recited in the amended claims are clearly distinguished from teachings of cited 
prior art. As discussed with Mr. John Ward that the Applicants' claimed invention is drawn to a 
method and a system wherein an advertiser, inter alia, is billed a predetermined fee for the 
advertisement in response to an initiation of a non-web based communication connected to the 
advertiser via an assigned communication reference. In the other words, the advertiser is not 
billed based on telephone call, e.g., toll free telephone call, etc. for an advertisement being 
reached by a caller. 
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For examples, Hyodo (US. Pat. #: 5,937,390) teaches an on-line advertising system and 
its method for allowing a user accessing an advertisement on the on-line advertising system from 
a user terminal. A toll-free telephone number is obtained and dialed by the user to establish a 
non-web based communication, e.g., voice call. When the user calls after seeing such 
advertisement a bill for the toll-free telephone call is sent to the advertiser (see col.7, lines 5-11). 
Thus, Hyodo teaches the feature of billing the advertiser a predetermine fee for the advertisement 
based on (duration or length of conversation of) toll-free telephone call, not based on each time 
the advertisement is reached or "in response to an initiation of the communication connected to 
the advertiser. . . as recited and required in all amended independent claims 

Other references, such as Clarke et al. (Pub. No.: US 2006/0095343 al) and Nicholas et 
al. (Pub. No.: US 2004/0083133 Al) each teaches a system and a method for a dynamic network 
commerce architecture showing an advertiser is billed based on "pay-per-click model." The 
advertiser may select a budget amount for its advertisement. The budget amount is deposited 
into an account so that, each time, a fee for each click on the advertiser's link is deducted or 
debited from the budget amount in the account until the balance reached a zero. When the 
balance reached to a zero, the advertiser's pay-for-placement hyperlink is automatically removed 
from the client menus. Since Clarks and Nicholas each teaches Web-based communications, not 
non-web based communications as required in all amended independent claims. 

Last, the reference of McFadden (Pub. No.: 2005/0086104 Al) teaches all limitations 
recited in all amended independent claims. McFadden teaches a method of charging an 
advertiser for each delivered advertisement or per call-through using a telephone number 
assigned to the advertiser and displayed to callers. However, the priority of filing date of 
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McFadden was on October 17, 2003, which is 1 1 days after filing date of Oct. 06, 2003 of the 
present invention. Therefore, the reference of McFadden cannot be applied to against the claims. 

Therefore, claims 1-5, 8-12, 14-14, 24, 26-29, 31 and 35-62 are allowed with the 
statement of reasons discussed and set forth above.
